Our Commonwealths-men would 
do a {ingular kindneſs to their CAUSE, if they could 
ſhew us in all the Bible, that God ever erected any 
ſuch Government as they contend for; but we find 
all along, that the Supreme Power was inveſted in a 
Single Perſon. Moſes, hewas (e) King in Feſurur, 
the firſt appointed by God to rule and govern his 
People Iſrael, After his death, Foſuah ſucceeded in 
the ſame Regal Power; and after him, God raiſed up 


Judges, time after time, to govern his People,and con- * 


quer their Enemies; and laſt of all, at the requeſt of 
the People, a Succeſſuce Monarchy was eſtabliſhed 
among them, as was at that time among all the Na- 
tions upon earth. Now ſure God wanted not wiſdom 
to chule the beſt Form of Government, and his Inf- 
nite Goodneſs would certainly oblige him to chuſe 
the beſt for his own peculiar People. Since therefore 
God choſe no other kind of Government than that of 
Monarchy, whoſoever ſpeaks againſt this, muſt at once 
arraign both the Wiſdom and Goodneſs of Almighty 
God. 


ITI. Mozarchy conduces moſt to the Peace and 
Proſperity of a Nation, which are the great and chief 
Ends of Government 3 what has been ſaid already in
